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WHITE DOVES PROJECT 
By Jim K4FIJ 

We were headed south on I-95 on a Christmas mission, not 
in a sleigh with eight reindeer but a 5-year old car with a 
trunk full of toys. Destination, Florida... the location of 
much disaster and heartache during the summer of 2004 as 
four hurricanes ravaged the state. Many families lost their 
homes and are still living in temporary quarters or with 
friends or relatives. The United Way White Doves Project of 
Martin County was collecting toys for the children of these 
displaced and needy families, and my wife Denyse K4DAW, 
and I were on our way to deliver toys that were donated by 
the generous and good-hearted hams of RARS. A little back- 
ground... 

The amateur radio community distinguished itself during 
the storms by conducting nets and coordinating storm reports 
on the IRLP for the National Hurricane Center. But when the 
ARRL heard about the White Doves Project, they knew that 
hams could do more. So they got involved by putting out the 
word to all hams nationwide: toys are needed! Such a wor- 
thy project... to bring some much needed Joy to children who 
might otherwise have a sad Christmas. The plea was for all 
hams to buy a new toy for a boy or girl and mail it, along 
with a QSL card, to Stuart, Florida where the United Way set 
up the White Doves Project distribution point. But we 
thought RARS could do better! Why not conduct a local toy 
drive and deliver them all in one load? So we put the word 
out on local nets, and the word definitely got around. At two 
monthly RARS meetings almost 150 toys were collected, 
enough to solidly pack the trunk of our car. So, always look- 
ing for an excuse to go to Florida during the winter, we 
headed south. 

As we left I-95 at Stuart, we immediately saw that there 
still was a lot of storm damage in the area; many blue tarps 
on roofs, and a lot of bare trees, the leaves stripped by the 
high winds. As we entered the Martin County Fairgrounds 
we located a warehouse with a white sign over the large 
doors, “White Doves Project.” Diane Tomasik and two of 
her assistants were there to greet us. We were given a tour of 
the facility and were very moved to see over two thousand 
toys neatly arranged on long tables, sorted according to age 
and gender. (Not all were donated by hams; the Marine 
Corps also participated through their Toys For Tots pro- 
gram.) In another room, 120 brand new bicycles lined up on 
one wall, and approximately 1,400 grocery bags of food on 
the another wall All to be given to needy families. But what 
made us proud almost to the point of tears was a special dis- 
play that Diane showed us. On one wall was a large U.S. 
map that had QSL cards and pins on each state of every ham 
that sent a donation. We had brought a photo of our Decem- 
ber RARS meeting, and Diane pinned it right over the state 
of North Carolina. 

We unloaded the toys and gave Diane the stack of QSL 
cards to send to the ARRL. And we thought about how won- 
derful it would be to be there on Dec 20 and 21 to witness the 
distribution of the toys. But alas, it was time to leave. Diane 
and her crew had great things to say about the amateur radio 
community and specifically asked us to express their grati- 
tude to every one of you who donated toys and checks. 
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Denyse and I also would like to offer a big “thank you.” 
Hams are known for being there when needed, but you defi- 
nitely went the extra mile. Through your extreme generosity 
many needy children had smiles on their faces on Christmas 
morning. Well done RARS!

| failures and simplex operation highlighted the 2004 com- 
| binec wake-Dorham ARES Simulated Emergency Test 

__|(SET) on Saturday morning, November 20. If you tuned in 
| late and didn't hear anything, that's probably why. The ac- 
tion was fast and furious, if you knew where to listen. 

Only a few key people knew in advance the scenario de- 
veloped by Wake County EC Tom Brown N4TAB and Dur- 
ham County EC John LeMay KB4WGA. I wasn't one of 
them. Tom had announced that the exercise would rely on 
simplex and crossband repeating, but didn't add any details. 

I tuned into the 146.88 repeater at the scheduled 9 AM 
start time to find the operation already underway, with 
KB4WGA reporting a tornado touchdown in Durham 
County. I decided to act as scribe, to monitor and take notes 
on as much as I could, and not to intercede in the actual op- 
eration. It turns out that this taxed my station, which can 
monitor two HF and five VHF or UHF frequencies at once 
(more if you count HT's), and my ears, which can't monitor 5 
frequencies at once if they're all active. And in this test, 
sometimes they were. So I missed a few things, but I think I 
caught the essence of the test. 

I’ll give you the play-by-play. I'll say upfront that I hope 
no one is offended if I include something that seems critical 
of their operation. We learn as much or more from the things 
that go wrong as we do from the things that go right. I’ll try 
to include both. I have nothing but praise for everyone’s 
participation. Thank you for taking time from your weekend 
to join this activity! 

After announcing the start of the drill with the tornado 
touchdown at 8:58 AM, KB4WGA moved to Durham's 
145.45 repeater and began an ARES net. Virginia NC4+VA 
started a SKYWARN net on 88. Then I logged my first criti- 
cal comment — minutes had gone by with a lot of dire 
weather warnings and nary a “this is just a drill” to be heard 
since the initial broadcast. Denyse K4DAW later reported 
that she was running errands with her mother and just tuned 
in for a few minutes. Her mom was very concerned about all 
the tornados, and in the time they were listening, nobody said 
“drill.” Finally N4TAB said it. Meanwhile, the check-ins 
started rolling in on the Durham 45 machine. N4TAB ap- 
peared there to see if they needed Wake ARES assistance. 

9:06- KB4WGA asks if there were any Durham AEC’s 
who could begin the telephone call tree. Jerry KI4CCB says 
he could do it. (Great to have a bunch of new “KI4” hams 
involved. Many of you guys just eat this kind of activity up!) 

9:07- KB4WGA reports a tornado touchdown at a school 
near the Wake County line, He asks fora SKYWARN liai- 
son, and KD4KVG volunteers from Fayetteville. Sterling 
had a fairly weak signal into the 45 repeater, but he holds up 
OK while relaying information back and forth from the 88 
SKYWARN operation. 

9:11 -KB4WGA asks for volunteers to go to the school hit 


by the tornado. At first, there’s no response. Finally N4SVC 
volunteers and heads out. On 88, WX4MMM reports a fun- 
nel cloud in north Wake County. 

9:13 — N4TAB asks on 88 if anyone can travel to the Wake 
County EOC. K4RLC and KF4UQZ respond. K4RLC is 
dispatched. 

9:18 - KD4SLQ appears on the 145.39 (82.5 tone) repeater 
asking if Wake ARES is active. WA4MIJF replies that Wake 
ARES is on 146.88. But the 88 repeater has just gone down. 
Later we learn that K4ITL turned it off as part of the exer- 
cise. Stations are supposed to move to 145.39 as the primary © 
backup. A few do. There’s no way for me to tell how many | 
of the ARES hams on 88 have missed the cue or don’t know 
to switch to 39, since there’s no roll call. 

9:19 - KB4WGA asks for a volunteer to take over NCS on 
45. A station offers, but says he isn’t familiar with this net’s 
protocols. John accepts him anyway and says “just take 
check-ins.” KI4CCD reports no other ARC's available from 
the call tree. Another ham volunteers to help with the all- 
members” telephone call-up. They split the list and go to 
work. 

9:24 — So far, nobody within range of my station has used 
146.88 simplex to announce the move to 145.39 for those 
who either don’t know to move, or don’t realize the repeater 
is down. 

9:25 — N4TAB announces that Wake ARES is mobilizing 
to support Durham ARES, and is moving to 147.195 (88.5 
tone) to leave 145.39 clear for SKYWARN, which has been 
receiving simulated storm and damage reports. A few sta- 
tions begin to appear on 195, while Virginia NC4VA starts a 
SKYWARN net on 39. 

9:27 — One of the Durham call-tree volunteers has been 
confused about which list he’s supposed to be using. 
KB4WGA gets him on the right track. 

9:28 — N4TAB informs Durham ARES that 88 is down, 
and ARES/SKYWARN activity is split between 39 and 195. 
Mark N4MQU begins taking ARES check-ins on 195 using 
the NC4WC Wake County ARES callsign. 

9:33 - KB4WGA asks for a Durham volunteer to travel to 
a Rougemont command post. No takers. 

9:37 — N4TAB asks N4MQU if he can redeploy to the 
Wake County EOC. Mark says he can, and Liz KF4UQZ 
picks up net control on 195. 

9:38 — Ronnie WA4MJF talks to N4TAB on 146.64, in- 
forming him that he can’t operate on 147.195. Ronnie’s run- 
ning a commercial radio that doesn’t have that frequency 
programmed. As Tom is telling Ronnie to remain on 64, I 
turn the 64 repeater off in an unscripted move. Tom calls me 
on the phone and applauds. 

9:43 — the 145.39 repeater goes off the air, courtesy of 
K4ITL. KB4WGA announces on 45 that the Durham EOC 
has been destroyed by a tornado, and communications is be- 
ing relocated, using the new DFMA mobile communications 
unit (MCU). 

9:44 — the 147.195 repeater goes down, also courtesy of K4ITL. 
Wake County is in radio silence, with 88, 39, 64 and 195 all off 
the air. KF4UQZ calls for any stations on 195 simplex.

Liz announces on 
195 simplex that operators should go to the 2nd backup, 146.64, 
and is told that 64 is also down, so move to 52 simplex. Note 
that there is no listed Wake County ARES simplex channel. 

9:53 — more stations appear on 52, amid some doubling and 
confusion as not all stations can hear each other. There is no net 
control yet. Vaden N4DIL appears with a big signal on 52 from 
south Raleigh and relays some traffic between N4MQU and 
N4TAB. 

9:59 — NC4VA has moved the SKY WARN net to the 
KD4RAA/K4JDR linked UHF system, where it remains until 
the end of the exercise. Few stations appear there. A station I 
will not name calls me on the phone to ask for help unlocking 
his radio, which he somehow accidentally locked. That sends 
me scrambling through manuals until I find the cryptic key se- 
quence that does the job. 

10:01 - KB4WGA announces that the 145.45 repeater has 
failed, and Durham ARES is moving to 146.52. John announces 
this on the 45 repeater, which is actually still working and is 
never really turned off. The Wake repeaters were actually 
turned off for a short time, which risks their unavailability for an 
actual emergency, but simulates the problem of repeater failure 
more accurately. 

10:04 — N4TAB notes that N4DIL has the best 52 simplex 
signal in Wake County. Vaden says this is his first ARES activ- 
ity, so he’s not all that sure what he needs to do. Meanwhile, 
here he is in the spotlight as the one station everyone can hear, 
and he relays messages between stations who are out of simplex 
range of each other. 

Come to think of it, there are precious few strong simplex 
signals appearing. Later, many operators will note that they do 
not have effective simp!ex base stations. I suspect antenna re- 
strictions are a key factor. I’m able to hear some of the Durham 
simplex stations appearing on 52. The channel is becoming 
busy and I hear a fair number of collisions. N4TAB asks David 
KF4VXJ to relay a message to Bob K4RLC to meet him on 40 
meters, 7210 kHz. David replies that Bob lost his 40 meter an- 
tenna and will need to meet Tom on 80 meters, 3927 kHz. I 
tune my HF rig, adding yet another speaker to the mix. Tom 
and Bob hook up with good signals on HF. Tom is heading to 
the Central Branch EOC in Butner. 

I'll pause here to note that there are many other Wake, Dur- 
ham and surrounding county repeaters still working. We’re 
pretty much ignoring them, as the edict was to move to simplex. 
Would operators know how to find them, set their tones and 
operate through them if needed? 

10:07- N4TAB announces that the Wake County EOC in 
downtown Raleigh is flooded, and is being evacuated to the 
Wake County Commons complex on Poole Rd. 

10:10 - KB4WGA arrives at the temporary Durham EOC at 
Durham County Stadium, and starts setting up the DFMA mo- 
bile communications unit (MCU). He announces that the Dur- 
ham simplex net will move to 146.535 to avoid the conflict with 
Wake County on 52. N4DIL relays the move to Wake ARES 
stations. N4MQU asks N4DIL if he could use some help, and 
heads to DIL’s home. 

At this point, I still have no idea how many operators are out 
in the cold, having lost their connection through area repeaters, 
and either don’t have enough antenna to participate on simplex, 


or just don’t know what frequency to tune. A few stations are 
checking in on simplex, maybe more of them in Durham than in 
Wake. A station in Hillsborough comes up on the still-working 
145.45 repeater and asks where the activity went. He’s told 
“535” and asks “where’s that.” He’s told it’s 146.535 simplex. 
He switches over, but is able to hear few stations from that dis- 
tance. 

10:17- KB4WGA is having trouble with intermod from a 
powerful paging transmitter on the Durham hospital just down 
the street. He’s having intermittent trouble hearing some sta- 
tions on simplex, either 52 or 535. 

10:21- Somewhere in here, Ronnie WA4MJF and his wife 
Sherry KB4EXL take their personally-financed and built mobile 
com unit to Wake County Commons to set up emergency com- 
munications. KF4VXJ is dispatched to help. Vaden N4DIL is 
fried, and asks Liz KF4UQZ to take over as 52 net control in 
Wake. Liz picks it up, but doesn’t have nearly the coverage 
Vaden did 

10:22- K4ITL turns the 88, 39 and 195 repeaters back on, 
and | turn 64 back on at about 10:30. No one notices for a long 
time, and when some stations appear and ask where the activity 
is, they are directed to simplex. No one thinks to pull the opera- 
tion back to the repeaters. This is not surprising — most opera- 
tors are assuming the repeaters are still “off for the drill.” But 
that had not been specified as part of the operation. In real acti- 
vations in the past, I’ve seen repeaters go down, operation shift 
to less desirable facilities, and not move back because no one 
was checking to see if the main repeater was back up. The les- 
son: check the repeaters now and then! 

10:24- KB4WGA has the Durham MCU up and running. 
Still getting intermod, but is in contact with his field stations. 


10:31- Durham MCU tries to reach any Wake ARES official 


on 52. No answer. KK4PH tries to relay with a better signal 
into Wake County, but still no answer. Am I the only one hear- 
ing them? I’m declining to intervene, but I do slip down to 40 
meters and cue N4TAB to listen to this failure. Liz KF4UQZ 
hears me and spills the beans on 52. Now N4DIL ts hearing 
KK4PH, but thought others were hearing them OK. He relays 
that KK4PH wants a test of Wake-Durham communications, and 
tells Liz to switch to 535 and call Durham EOC. 

This was a problem. Liz lives in southeastern Wake County. 
She has a nice home station, but can’t reach the Durham MCU 
on simplex. Meanwhile, I notice another problem. 52 and 535 
are only 15 kHz apart. That’s not good enough to avoid adja- 
cent channel interference, and I’m getting hit by N4DIL’s strong 
signal while trying to listen to the Durham activity on 535. 
Later, AE4MY would report he was having the same problem. 
The solution will be for simplex stations to avoid the “15 kHz 
splits,” with Durham ARES picking another frequency. Wake 
ARES might find something better than 52, the National Sim- 
plex Frequency, as well. 

10:40- N4TAB moves the HF activity from 80 to 40 meters, 
on 7210 kHz.7232 is the published 40 meter NC ARES fre- 
quency, but it was busy 

10:45- N4MQU arrives at N4DIL and activates the station as 
NC4WC. He makes contact with the Durham MCU, amid some 
doubling with other stations trying to check in.

He tries to get KB4EXL at Wake Commons to contact the Dur- 
ham MCU on 52, but I can hear that Durham has switched back 
to 535. I keep silent. 

10:53- K4RLC dispatched to Wake County Commons to assist. 
Gets directions on 52. Later, a station will suggest that all the 
direction-giving should have been done on another frequency. 

A very good point. But I’ve seen over the years that we do 
not have much coordination of simplex frequencies besides 52 
(and don’t really have a lock on that). Changing frequencies 
often sends one or both stations off to a black hole from which 
they sometimes never emerge. 

10:56- KF4V XJ announces that the Wake Co. Commons 
MCU can’t reach the Durham MCU on simplex. NC4WC says 
there’s a lot of doubling and tripling on 52, and stations should 
go through net control.. K4RLC is still getting directions to the 
Commons. 

11:02- N4TAB calls NC4WC on 52 and announces that he’s 
arrived in Butner. NC4WC asks him to call the Wake MCU. 
They can’t make contact. NC4VA is still holding down the fort 
for SCYWARN on the UHF link system. WX4MMM and one or 
two other stations are all that check in. 

11:07- NC4WC repeatedly calls for N4TAB on 52, but TAB 
is on 535 talking to Durham MCU. 

11:08- Mike WA4BPJ checks in on 52. NC4WC asks him to 
sweep for more check-ins. Mike does, but no replies. Too bad 
Mike hasn’t been around earlier. He’s got a great simplex station 
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in North Raleigh and would have added a lot to coverage. - Bet 
11:09- K4RLC gets final directions into Wake Commons, 
still on 52. Jose KD4JWF files a SCY WARN report on the UHF .. 
linked system. 
11:26- N4TAB announces the end of the exercise, and that 
there will be a critique on 88 at noon. 
Many stations checked in on the critique net, and many more 
just listened. I’ve already included the comments made in the 
minute-by-minute account above. 
My final comments are that this exercise was all “fire-drill” — 
that is, it was all logistics on getting people on the right fre- 
quency or in the right location, or both. We carried no “client” 
traffic. What would we have done if Wake County Emergency 
Management had loaded us down with urgent messages for Dur- 
ham or Orange Counties? Actually, I think we would have 
adapted and gotten the traffic flowing. Meanwhile, all the churn- 
ing we did was valuable. People were learning a lot in a short 
period of time. But the real value of it will be measured in the 
changes we make now, and how we respond next time. 


As N4TAB put it, “Next time we'll try to make a different set of 
mistakes.”

The National Weather Service takes reports of precipitation types and accumulations at the end 
of each hour. During a winter weather event, a Skywarn net control station will briefly activate 
the net to collect precipitation reports from hams in the service area. The type of information 
that will usually be sought is: precipitation type (rain, sleet, snow), rate and accumulation. Ad- 
ditional details may be requested, so stations should listen carefully to the net control station. 
All amateurs are encouraged to participate in Skywarn activities and assist the National Weather 
Service as requested.
